Dr. Frank S. Bigelow 


One of Andrew Jackson Davis’ “Children” 


Dr. Frank S. Bigelow lived in Skowhegan, 
Maine, where he ‘‘spent 70 years as a country 
doctor--always suggesting herbs as a cure in- 
stead of drugs.’’ Mrs. Gladys Cove Wade was his 
very dear friend with whom he spent his 
declining years. When 93 he wrote to Mr. R.G. 
Pressing (the editor of the Psychic Observer at 
that time) that he had some “‘prized possessions 
which had belonged to A.J. Davis.”’ 


Excerpts from Dr. Bigelow’s letter: I have 
several of Dr. Davis’ personal belongings given 
to me by Mrs. Davis after the Doctor passed on. 
About 20 years before Dr. Davis’ passing, I was 
closely associated with him. As he had no 
children of his own, he chose four whom he called 
his children by adoption. They were: F. Forest 
Harding, Somerville, Mass.; Harrison D. 
Barrett, Canaan, Maine, first president of the 
National Spiritualist Association of Churches; 
Margaret Farrington (Livingston), Augusta, 
Maine, and myself. We failed him “Father 
Davis.” 


Among those prized possessions were the 
following; the silver headed cane, which was 
once the property of President Andrew Jackson, 
for whom Dr. Davis was named; the black 
broadeloth cape which-he wore in the picture 
found in the front part of his volume, ‘‘Beyond 
the Valley;’’ Davis’ gold watch chain which Dr. 
Bigelow was still wearing; a black velvet vest, 
and his surgeon’s kit. Also Dr. Bigelow had 
saved many letters written to him; some of 
Davis’ letters and other papers and pictures. 

This past summer the Reverend Joseph H. 
Merrill, president of the National Spiritualist 
Association of Churches received word that Mrs. 
Gladys Cove Wade of Belfast, Maine had 
something important for him. Mrs. Wade 
presented these precious treasurers to him for 
the N.S.A.C. Museum. Several of the items were 
displayed while the 85th convention was in 
session at Daytona Beach, Florida. 

Thanks is extended to Mrs. Gladys Cove Wade 
for her thoughtfulness and kindness.

A continuing column about once famous 
mediums 


Many words have described the exceptional 
phenomena evidenced through the remarkable 
mediumship of former coal miner Jack Kelly. 
Each seance represented a unique series of 
demonstrations fully demanding of a book to 
properly give them the weighted description 
they deserved. Instead of trying to capture this 
most frequently reported aspect of his work, I’ll 
confine my comments to those concerning the 
medium most known as T. John Kelly. 

He was Jack for short. His former occupation 
carried over in an affliction common to coal 
miners. If I had to guess I would say it was 
probably black lung. Jack suffered with it 
throughout his life. 

Jack’s mediumship was without a question one 
of the most evidential ever to grace any plat- 
form. When he worked he began by asking one of 
the stronger men in the audience to come up and 
blindfold him. Jack also insisted that no one 
could tie the blindfold tight enough. These 
opening comments of Jack’s set the stage. 

When he went under control of his spirit guide 
no one was safe from invisible eyes. Jack’s 
guide was a relative who spoke in a rather high 
voice. It was that somewhat piercing voice that 
centered on one or more individuals during 
Jack’s entrancement and brought the attention 
of the whole audience down upon them. An 
example will best illustrate this. Jack’s guide 
might say, ‘“‘stop scratching your nose”. To 
another, ‘“‘quit pulling at your ear.” To say the 
least, this could really put an audience on its ear 
considering the degree to which Jack went in the 
beginning to ensure that the blindfold was on 
tight--too tight to move. Evidences like this 


helped gain Jack a fast reputation as a cr 
drawer. 

Another way Jack’s guide reached in toh 
the gathered’s attention was to never miss a§ 
at the basket used to hold completed bille 
After finishing with the billet it was usy 
rolled in a tight ball and hurled at the bag 
which was moved periodically during 
reading. Jack’s guide never missed. 

For all of Jack’s remarkable evideng 
denoting great mediumistic strength, he ha 
failing common among many great medium 
He couldn’t say no to a good sales talk for mon 
The healing temple at Lily Dale is an example 
his. many donations.

Texas, at one time, had a strong state wide 
eum program, with state lyceum conventions 
nd active youth participation. It fell by the way 
de with the dissolution of the Texas State 
ssociation. So about seven years ago I decided 
reactivate the church lyceum program in 
der to attract a younger group of adults.. The 
cision was really instigated by me through the 
rsistant interest and inspiration of one of our 
nisters, Jovita Garcia, who became and still is 
e backbone of our lyceum effort. The program 
ceives invaluable help from Gary Franke and 
til recently from Sherry Pittman, who really 
gan to organize programs utilizing her ex- 
rience and training in over 10 years in 
ofessional education. 
It is difficult without a thorough review of the 
cords to accurately state the percentage of 
W members attributable to the lyceum 
Ogram. It’s safe to say that our regular at- 
dance age group average has been lowered by 
me 15 years, and I feel that the lyceum 
Ogram has been a significant factor. We 
arted with two children. Attendance now 
ries from 5 to 45 depending on the particular 
inday. The ages range from one year to 
venteen. 
is past Sunday we held our annual at- 
mdance awards. (We also give quarterly 
Wards). Attendance certificates were 
esented to 29 “regulars”. Not included were 
me 27 children we call visitors, who show up 
om time to time, Those with over 50 percent 
tendance receive a small bank with a dime for 
ch week they have come, plus we add a sticker 
their certificate (it becomes a ribbon for 
arterly awards) that says, “faithful at- 
ndance.” In addition, we give a gold wire dove 
n. Second and third place winners receive the

above and a bonus in their bank. Their sticker 
reads, ‘‘with honor”. The first place winner (two 
tied this year for perfect attendance) receive an 
extra bonus in their banks and a sticker that says 
“hightest honor!” First, second and third place 
folks also receive a small trophy cup with their 
names and place standing on it. All those under 
50 percent attendance receive a certificate anda 
bank, plus a button pin that says “‘Light of the 
World.” 

One of the most effective ingredients in our 
lyceum work is the Teacher. This is a program 
that includes a 16mm sound film (available from 
the public library), discussion groups, a lyceum 
service complete with healing service and 
prayer for friends and family, participating 
program skits (such as our Thanksgiving 
program), construction of birthday cards for our 
monthly birthday party which comes complete 
with cake, Christmas cards, get well cards for 
the sick, and drawing of pictures relating the 
individual impression of the film and group 
discussions. 

Here we strive to improve the single most 
important ingredient in the lyceum movement-- 
the committment of parents to get the child to 
church each and every Sunday! 

We are attempting to begin to utilize the older 
youth (12 years and up) to assist in the lyceum 
teaching duties and with the service rendition. 
We now have only one teacher and three regular 
helpers. This currently makes it impossible to 
rotate duties. So we split our service with Jovita 
Garcia conducting the first half and setting up 
the work for the second half. The helpers then 
implement this while Mr. Garcia returns to the 
front and works in the healing and message 
portion of the regular service. 

The lyceum is again growing in Texas!

The reader is reminded that the Harmonial 
Philosophy itself is a digest of the works of 
Andrew Jackson Davis. His eloquent prolific, 
expressions sometimes leaves one sub- 
merged in verbosity. To gain greater sim- 
plicity and introduce clarity, | have oc- 
casionally interpreted his writings. 


Part III 

The first spirit sphere is the natural sphere: or 
world of our physical earth. He describes 
comparable planes on other planets. 
(Remember we are spirit here and now.) The 
second sphere is the Spiritual Sphere. It 
resembles our physical world but unfolds in 
more perfect beauty because of the harmony 
infused in all things. In each sphere there are 
three great societies with successive vibrations. 
Each of these in turn is divided into smaller 
societies with their own ascending vibrations. 
(Sometimes referred to as planes of existance.) 
The three major societies carry the connotations 
of love, will_and wisdom. We enter this lower 
plane of earth and over the centuries progress to 
the higher. After a great interval of time we 
could earn a happy transition to the third or 
celestrial sphere with its still ascending 
societies. There the beauty and harmony is 
almost beyond one’s loftest imagination. Davis 
said that, ‘‘in so far as is yet known, no person 
born on earth has ever advanced beyond the 
second sphere.” (This might be of interest to 
those Spiritualists who deal exclusively with the 
sixth sphere). Davis was told that some 
inhabitants of Jupiter and Saturn have been so 
highly developed that they would make a 
transition directly to the third or super natural 
sphere. 

The fifth is the super spiritual sphere and the 
sixth is the super celestial sphere. Each with 
ascending planes and societies. The Seventh is 
the infinite vortex of love and wisdom, the 
Great Spiritual Sun of the Divine Mind from 
which all creation has its source. Davis refers to 
it as the Great Sensorium and the combined 
physical universe and heavens as the Great 
Univercoelum. 

Areas of the second and third spheres 
resemble the inhabited planets of our solar 
system but are more highly developed and 
perfected than our natural sphere in order to 
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provide for the greater degree of developmay 
Beginning with the fourth sphere! spirits i 
allied with the Spiritual Sun and are remg 
from planetary influences. The descrip} 
Davis gives of the spirits in the higher spherg 
virtually poetic. The virtues of love, wisd 
purity, harmony, beauty and perfection that tii 
possess exceed our capacity to comprehend 
The germ of spirit is established in @ 
physical plane and here we should do our utm 
to nurture and unfold it so that we will car

Angels are merely progressed spirits and 
smons would only be unprogressed or ignorant 
nirits. Davis says, ‘‘Where there is a lack of 
armony to such an extent as to becloud our 
siritual nature, themind of the individual may 
ecome beset with imaginary devils or evil 
pirits. We must not believe our own 
maginings.”’ 
Davis speaks of a land of the Diakka, a sort of 
sautiful wilderness that is mysterious and 
jelancholy. It is a probationary place for those 
iho are not evil but prided their ability to 
eceive. They are known to sometimes deceive 
ediums, passing themselves off under 
ssumed great names. Davis says ‘“‘no more 
mantic farce than the boon of being rein- 
arnated was ever played upon human 
magination by the sportive Diakka.’’ They are 
enerally knowledgable people. Davis con- 
idered them the result of certain permissive 
onditions existing in our earth society. 
Davis tells about great associations and areas 
f the Summer Land devoted to religious sects 
vith their own cathedrals. They fail to com- 
rehend the progression of true spirituality 
€Cause they hold to certain false principles of 
arthly teaching. They may be good people but 
ihibit their own progression. 

avis says, “Happiness and prosperity are 
€cured to each member of society on payment 
i the inflexible. price that he or she contribute 
aithful service to the prosperity and happiness 
others.” (This pretty well sums up what we 
eed to do here on earth.) 

ate orphans who have passed to spirit are 
eed parents, if need be, to love and guide 
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It is considered that there is no absolute evil in 
existence. Evil is relative to good. Evilisa 
result of misapplication and ignorance of the 
laws of nature. 

The laws of God can not be violated. They are 
immutable. They are part of the perfection of 
Infinite Intelligence. Man often fails to work in 
harmony with the laws of nature which are the 
laws of God. Man inflicts upon himself the 
consequent ill affects in accordance with the 
degree of his deviation. For these reasons good 
must inevitably prevail through progression. 
Evil at most is temporary. 

There are contributing causes to evil such as 
the transmission of tendencies to weakness: 
Education, a control of generative conditions, 
and overcoming self-interest would help. 
Some social conditions considered evil today 
may have been appropriate to a certain period of 
primitive development. An effort to conquer 
error may only stimulate combativeness. Much 
must be overcome by proper education over a 
small period of time. 

Some of Davis’ reflections: 

Primitive people believed the winds and 
atmosphere contained an evil force. When 
aggressive individuals pretended to know how to 
deal with this evil, they were set up as priests, 
kings and gods. 

The Bible’s Garden of Eden symbolizes 
people representing nations. Adam and Eve 
were two nations that united. Cain and Abel 
were two nations at war. On the subject of 
David, Davis said, ‘‘Neither general resurrec- 
a nor judgement is taught in any page of the 

ible.” 

Universal submersion represents a physical 
impossibility. The atmospheric can not sustain 
water with sufficient quantity to cover the whole 
earth after condensation. The surface is not flat 
enough, and morally it was against natural law 
to wipe the achievement of the human race. 

Prophets throughout the ages have proclaimed 
a distant day when all mankind would raise 
himself to a higher level of consciousness that 
will bring a heaven on earth. This progression is 
born in the human race, but it is subtle and 
often subordinated to material desires. The 
mind thirsts for knowledge and harmony. It 
reaches for wisdom, the fullness which brings 
man’s spirit closer to divine spirit. 

Davis said,‘‘Spiritualism seeks no antagonists 
but stands as a medium for the expression of 
progressive principles.” 

Humanity has suffered fears, as the result of 
the teaching of a state of glory or one of con- 
demnation in hell after death. This has resulted 
in its subjugation to orthodox religion. Man 
makes his own hell through discord. In Davis’ 
words, ‘No manlives to himself alone,” and he 
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Part III 

Spiritualism recognizes God as Infinite 
Intelligence - a natural force of the universe that 
is omnipotent and omnipresent. A physical God 
is man’s own idea for this he can readily un- 
derstand. He can understand a person being 
happy, sad, loving, angry. he can understand a 
God that is good. Yet Spiritualists understand 
God is spirit and likewise we are created in that 
image. All great religions have a diety, a 
revelation, or a line of mystic communication 
with the power beyond. The Bible, therefore, is a 
book for guidance on all phases of human 
relations and cannot be limited as orthodoxy has 
attempted to make it. For centuries, man has 
turned to the Bible for direction and in all these 
years, though many books have been written, 
none have replaced the Bible for guidance, 
edification or consolation. 

Spiritualists must remember this is a great 
masterpiece of literature and like most spiritual 
documents revealed to man in dreams, in the 
silence of the cave, the desert, the mountaintops. 

The peoples and prophets alike understood 
visions, dreams and divine communications. 
Many of the revelations were given in symbols 
for the sake of understanding. For instance, it is 
not easy to impress the mind with ideas such as 
depression or famine but it is easy to show a 
symbol -- a fat cow or a lean cow. Easily this 
could be understood as a time of need, and a time 
of plenty. 

Every student of the Bible should know 
something about the inner voices - visions and 
dreams and their meanings. Every student must 
learn the idioms of the Bible and their meanings. 
For instance, often times reference is made to 
angels. But do we understand the true meaning. 
In Genesis Jacob is said to wrestle with an angel 
-- could he really wrestle with a spirit? No, not 
really; but rather in the Aramaic language we 
find a lious man was referred to's <a angel. Jacob 
in fact was guilty of deceiving his brother and 
this was bothering him -- so we find he was 
wrestling with his own mind, his owr spirit. In 
our words, his conscience bothered him. 

In days of old, people depended on the prophets 
of God for guidance, healing, prosperity and 
protection.

The biblical passage quoted often preyed on 
my mind. “As ye have done to the least of these 
thy brethern so also have ye done unto me.”

Paradoxical Philosophy 


It is scarcely necessary to emphasize under a 
second head the gain in clearness. The Spiritual 
World, as it stands, is full of perplexity. One can 
escape doubt only by escaping thought. With 
regard to many important articles of religion, 
perhaps the best and the worst course at present 
open to a doubter is simple credulity. Who is to 
answer for this state of things? It comes as a 
necessary tax for improvement on the age in 
which we live. The old ground, faith, Authority, 
is given up; the new, Science, has not yet taken 
its place. Men did not require to see truth before; 
they only needed to believe it. Truth, therefore, 
had not been put by theology in a seeing form -- 
which, however, was its original form. But now 
they ask to see it. And when it is shown them 
they start back in despair. We shall nct say what 
they see. But we shall say what they might see. 
If the natural laws were run through the 
Spiritual World, they might see the great lines of 
religious truth as clearly and simply as the broad 
lines of science. As they gazed into that Natural- 
Spiritual World they would say to themselves, 
“We have seen something like this before. This 
order is known to us. Itis not arbitrary. This law 
here is that old law there, and this phenomenon 
here, what can it be but that which stood in 
precisely the same relation to that law yonder?” 
And so gradually from the new form everything 
assumes new meaning. So the Spiritual World 
becomes slowly Natural; and what is of all but

How much of the Spiritual World is covered by 
natural law we do not propose at present bil 
inquire. It is certain, at least, that the whole ip 
not covered. And nothing more lends confident 
to the method than this. For one thing, room iy 
still left for mystery. | 

Had no place remained for mystery it woul 
have proved itself both unscientific ani 
irreligious. A science without mystery | 
unknown; a religion without mystery is absurd, 
This is no attempt to reduce religion to # 
question of mathematics, or demonostrate Go 
in biological formula. The elimination o 
mystery fromthe universe is the elimination o 
religion. However far the scientific method maj, 
penetrate the Spiritual World, there will alway, 
remain a region to be explored by a scientifi 
faith. “I shall never rise to the point of viet 
which wishes to ‘raise’ faith to knowledge. Ti) 
me, the way of truth is to come through th) 
knowledge of my ignorance to the sub) 
missiveness of faith, and then, making that mij 
starting place, to raise my knowledge int 
faith.” 

Lest this proclamation of mystery should seem 
alarming, let us add that this mystery also 
scientific. The one subject on which all scientif 
men are agreed, the one theme on which all alik 
become eloquent, the one strain of pathos is al 
their writing and speaking and thinking, com 
cerns that final uncertainty, that utter blacknes 
of darknesss bounding their work on every sidëi 
If the light of Nature is to illuminate for us t 
Spiritual Sphere, there may well be a blad 
Unknown, corresponding at least to some point 
to this zone of darkness round the Natural Worl 
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\ccounting 
Jrummond, 1887 


But the final gain would appear in the 
department of theology. The establishment of 
the spiritual laws on which “‘the solid ground of 
Nature,” to which the mind trusts “Which builds 
for aye,” would offer a new basis for certainty in 
religion. It has been indicated that the authority 
of Authority is waning. This is a plain fact. And 
it was inevitable. Authority -- man’s Authority, 
that is -- is for children. And there necessarily 
comes a time when they add to the question. 
What shall I do? or, What I believe? the adult’s 
interrogation -- Why? Now this question is 
sacred, and must be answered. 

“How truly its central position is im- 
pregnable,” Herbert Spencer has well discerned, 
“religion has never adequately realized. In the 
devoutest faith, as we habitually see it, there lies 
hidden an innermost core of scepticism; and it is 
this skepticism which causes that dread of 
inquiry displayed by religion when face to face 
with science.” 

True indeed: religion has never realized how 
impregnable are many of its positions. It has not 
yet been placed on that basis which would make 
them impregnable. And in a transition period 
like the present, holding authority with one 
hand, the other feeling all around in the darkness 
for some strong new support. Theology is surely 
to be pitied. Whence this dread when brought 
face to face with science? It can not be dread of 
scientific fact. No single fact in science has ever 
discredited a fact of religion. The theologian 
knows that, and admits that he has no fear of 
facts. What then has science done to make 
theology tremble? It is its method. It is its 
system. It is its reign of law. It is its harmony 
and continuity. The attack is not specific. No 
one point is assailed. It is the whole system 
which when compared with the other and 
Weighed in its balance is found wanting. An eye 
which has looked at the first can not look upon 
this. To do that, and rest in the contemplation, it 
has first to uncentury itself. 

Herbert Spencer points out further, with how 
much truth need not now be discussed, that the 
Purification of religion has always come from 
Science, It is very apparent at all events that an 
immense debt must soon be contracted. The 
shifting of the furnishings will be a work of time. 
But it must be accomplished. And not the least 
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result of the process will be the effect upon 
science itself. No department of knowledge ever 
contributes to another without receiving its own 
again with usury -- witness the reciprocal favors 
of biology and sociology. From the time that 
Comte defined the analogy between the 
phenomena exhibited by aggregations of 
associated men and those of animal colonies, the 
Science of Life and the Science of Society have 
been so contributing to one another that their 
progress since has been all but hand-in-hand. A 
conception borrowed by the one has been ob- 
served in time finding its way back, and always 
in an enlarged form, to further illuminate and 
enrich the field it left. So must it be with science 
and religion. 

If the purification of religion comes from 
science, the purification of science in a deeper 
sense, shall come from religion. The true 
ministry of nature must at last be honored, and 
science take its place as the great expositor. To 
men of science, not less than to theologians, 

Science then 
Shall be a precious visitant; and then, 
And only then, be worthy of her name; 
For then her heart shall kindle, 
Her dull eye, 
Dullan inanimate, no more shall hang 
Chained to its object in brute slavery; 
But taught with patient interest to watch 
The process of things, and serve the cause 
Of order and distinctness, not for this 
Shall it forget that its most noble use, 
Its most illustrious province, must be found 
In furnishing clear guidance, a support, 
Not treacherous, to the mind’s excursive 
power. 

But the gift of science to theology shall be not - 
less rich. With the inspiration of nature to 
illuminate what the inspiration of revelation has 
left obscure, heresay in certain whole 
departments shall become impossible. With the 
demonstration of the naturalness of the super- 
natural, skepticism even may come to be 
regarded as unscientific. And those who have 
wrestled long for a few bare truths to ennoble life 
and rest their souls in thinking of the future will 
not be left in doubt.

As we wandered along watching all the lovely 
sites bordering our path, I saw ahead of us the 
spires of a huge cathedral and heard the sound 
of more beautiful music and a multitude of 
voices, in many languages.

Besides, children do not need laws, ~ 


except laws in the sense of commandments. 
They repose with simplicity on authority, and 


ask no questions. But there comes a time, as the 1 


world reaches its manhood, when they will ask 
questions, and stake, moreover, everything on 
the answers.. That time is now. 

Hence we must exhibit our doctrines, not lying 
athwart the lines of the world’s thinking, in a 
place reserved, and therefore shunned, for the 
Great Exception; but in their kinship to all truth 
and in their law-relation to the whole of nature. 
This is, indeed, simply following out the system 
of teaching begun by Christ himself. And what is 
the search for spiritual truth in the laws of 
nature but an attempt to utter the parables 
which have been hid so long in the world around 
without a preacher, and to tell men at once moré 
that the kingdom of Heaven is like unto this and 
to that? 
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The Value of Organization

Not infrequently we hear the question asked, 
“what is the value of organization? What does 
organization do for me? Why should I belong to 
or be a member of the organization? Such 
questions are asked all too often by those who 
have derived the greatest benefits, mentally, 
physically and spiritually, from those who live in 
the world of spirit.

Mediums were persecuted, tortured and im- 
prisoned for demonstrating those powers, which 
alone are a basis for belief in a future life, and 
upon which all religious tenets, creeds and 
beliefs are founded. 

Today, we find that honest mediums and the 
correct and honorable use of the great faculty of 
mediumship are looked up to, honored and 
respected alike by the scientist, the student, the 
teacher, all eager for knowledge of this won- 
derful new revelation which has come to man on 
earth, because he is ready for it and is willing to 
accept it with eager joy and happiness. 

All of this has been made possible because of 
organization. Did we not have organization, then 
our position could be compared with what has 
happened to some of the countries of the world 
today, for lack. of proper and_ efficient 
organization to resist the powers of aggression 
and fight for the liberties and the rights of the 
people of the world. 

One may as well ask, ‘‘Why should I be a part 
of the community in which I live, a law-abiding 
member of the state in which I reside, a loyal 
Citizen of this country?” The answer, in a 
measure would be commensurate, for through 
organization has been made possible the right of 
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every individual to freedom of thought, freedom 
of speech, freedom from totalitarianism in 
social, political and religious life, alike. 

Thus through organization has been made 
possible, investigation of the spiritual laws of 
life, and man in his investigation and studies has 
‘come to the realization that through the 
avenues of mediumship may be obtained the 
lessons and the teachings from the Seers of the 
Ages, who have at all times been waiting at the 
open door, to assist in bringing to man on earth 
somewhat of the Peace that passeth all un- 
derstanding. Organization has made it possible. 

Thus today, the Spiritualists of the world have 
learned and teach that spirit communication is 
not a toy or a plaything for the amusement of the 
public, but a sacred and holy thing, the un- 
derstanding an application of whose laws are 
fraught with the most’ vital and important 
principles and possibllities that man has ever 
known. 

The evidence of this aroused an intense in- 
terest in the study of the philosophy and the 
religion of Spiritualism will be found in the in- 
terest being taken by the many hundreds of 
people, both Spiritualists and investigators who 
are attending the many study classes conducted 
in all parts of the country. Classes wherein are 
analyzed and discussed the many problems 
connected with or relevant to the science, 
philosophy and religion of Spiritualism, their 
relation to and effect upon the social, political 
and religious conditions of the world today. 

As our national government is making 
possible the opportunity for good citizenship, 
noble, honorable and useful lives, so also does 
the National Spiritualist Association make 
possible the opportunity for gaining knowledge 
of spiritual laws of life that point the way to 
spiritual growth and progression. Many are 
taking advantage of the opportunity afforded for 
this most valuable benefit and no longer ask, 
What does organization do for me? But rather, 
realizing all the benefits gained, and still to be 
attained, ask themselves, What may I do for the 
welfare of my organization which is doing so 
much for me and for the world:”’ 

In the march of time and in the progress of 
mankind, the many who will not take advantage 
of opportunity afforded by organization will be 
left behind.
